lize industry in -war time on 
the 


same basis that man-power is t con- 
scripted. 


Secretary Good says the measure is 


expected to be among-the first legis- 
lative matters to come before con- 
gress at its regular session in De- 
cember. The bill probably will cover 
all phases of finance- and commerce. 


The secretary has already sent to 


congress a bill to authorize the presi- 
dent to conscript the man-power of 
the nation for immediate military 
service upon a declaration of war. 


The national defense act places 


upon the war department the respon- 
sibility of preparing plans for the 
mobilization of industries in wartime 


and the proposed legislation 
would 


authorize their actual draft by the 
president. 


The department's plans for emer 


gency mobilization are laid along the 
following lines: 


Financing of contractors to whom 


war contracts are allotted. 


Prevention 
of profiteering and 


stabilization of prices in war time. 


Provision of machinery for settle- 


ment of wartime industrial disputes. 


Maintenance of a constant flow of 


raw materials, and organization of 
all transportation systems.

Germans. 


Expectation of the creditor na- 


tions that the prospected settlement 
would not bcome effective until Sept. 
1, 1929, end of the present Dawes 
plan fiscal year, or even much later 
was the third point of difference 
between them. The Germans have 
insisted all along that the settle- 
ment should date from April 1 of 
this year. A saving of something 
less than $100,000,000 in this year's 
annuity could be effected if their 
convention was sustained.

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ANOTHER SILLY LAW 


The assembly at jMadison has recon- 


sidered its action in defeating the 
resident fishing- license bill and has 
passed the measure. 
It is a piece of 


freak legislation that has little or noth- 
ing to commend it. In the first place, it 
is not a conservation measure although 
recommended" by the 
conservation 


commission. 


If the conservation commission is 


seriously concerned with preserving 
Wisconsin's fish supply, it knows that 
the real way to do it -is to enforce laws 
intelligently conceived for the propa- 
gation and protection of fish: first, in 
restrictions on seasons for fishing, and 
second on the size and quantity of the 
catch. The conservation commission 
knows, and the legislature ought to 
know, that many of these laws have 
been unwise and that few of them are 
actually enforced. 


A dollar fishing license law will only 


be adding one more act to the statutes 
which will not" be enforced. 
It is a 


revenue scheme pure and simple. Poli- 
ticians are 
eternally racking their 


brains to evolve new and .additional 
means of digging down into the 
people's pockets for money. This is one 
of those clever schemes. 
It will not 


save to the people of Wisconsin one 
additional perch, bass, pike or any oth- 
er fish. Finally, it is a petty tax the in- 
come from which does not begin to 
compensate for the 
annoyance and 


hardship it causes, together with en- 
couragement of further law violation. 
iTo even superficially'enforce the law 
will require more wardens and that 
means more political jobs. 


Hundreds of fishing expeditions are 


impromptu, the result of being-near a 
lake or stream joining in with others, 
yet to satisfy such a desire would sub- 
ject persons to fine. Thousands of boys 
would knowingly or unwittingly vio- 
late the law, and not a few of them be- 
cause they wouldn't have the dollar 
with which to buy a license. It is just 
more money to squander raised in an 
objectionable manner. The next thing 
we know we will have to pay an en- 
trance tax to visit state parks and pub- 
lic grounds, fees for the privilege of 
going in bathing, rowing a boat or 
holding a picnic. Hook and line fishing 
is about the only free .diversion left to 
the people that yields profit as well as 
pleasure. 
A resident license tax is a 


disagreeable, unjust, foolish interfer- 
ence with this privilege.

His 
son, John, g'reag-great-grandfather of Herbert 


Hark Hoover, changed the name to its present 


form.

How- 
ever, the veterinarian

mule that had no faith in medicine 
and the doctor actually did hit on the 
source and nature of. this guy's der- 
titis, tho only after a careful process 
of deduction by exclusion. * 
~AH the best detectives in the most 
popular type of literature are con- 
ceived by doctors, are they not? 


In the course of his study of this 


case the doctor narrowed -it down to 
a regular habit the patient had of 
visiting- his office for an hour or two 
Sunday. The

THE INSEDES OF CHILDREN'S 


MINDS 


A most curious novel recently ap 


peared that may or may not be 
great, depending on its authenticity. 
I have ho way of testing it and I 
don't believe there are many grown- 
ups who have. 


The book is called "The Innocent 


Voyage" and it is 
by 
Richard 


Hughes, a young- man who has made 
something' of a name for-himself in 
England with his plays. This Is his 
first novel. 


"The Innocent Voyage" looks like 


quite a simple story on the sur- 
face. A, group of young children, 
ranging in age from about three to 
thh-teen, are sent by their parents 
from Jamaica to England to he sent 
to school there. The time is in "the 
days when steamships 
were just 


coming in and when pirates were 
still infesting-some seas. Their sail- 
ing vessel is boarded by a pirate 
crew and the children are put on the 
pirate ship. 


They do not realize at first that 


the men on' the ship are pirates. 
There is where the title, "The Inno 
cent Voyage," conies in. They be- 
come great friends of the pirates and 
shed .tears when finally they have to 
leave them. Tha pirates in turn be- 
come greatly attached to the chil- 
dren but finally it gets to be too dan- 
gerous to keep them and the pirate 
captain, by a ruse, transfers them 
to a steamship. They are landed in 
England and restored to their rela 
tives. The pirates are captured and 
tried. 


That's the story and there is noth- 


ing so very exciting about it. The in- 
terest does not lie in the story but in 
the author's attempt to turn the 
minds of those children inside out. 
There is, I suppose no harder job 
than that in the whole realm of fic- 
tion. Many writers have tried that 
kind of thing with one child and 
many have failed where only a few' 
have succeeded. To attempt it with a 
whole group of children, and those 
children belonging to a century that 
is passed is an ambitious project 
that probably no one but a 
very 


young writer would attempt, J. N. 
Barrie tried it with his famous senti- 
mental Tommy but Richard Hughes 
gives us a -nhole group of Tommies 
and their sisters. 


Often a writer who has not alowed 


his sense of juvinility to atrophy can 
do that kind of tiling for a boy, in 
case said writer is masculine, or 
for a girl if'the writer is feminine. 
In. each case they can draw on child- 
hood memories and write their own 
childhood spiritual autobiographies 
after a fashion. But Richard could 
hardly have been all/the children he 
describes. And moreover, he seems to 
be more successful in. the case of 
little girls than in the case of little 
boys. 


He is either a great genius or he 


is unusually clever in faking the in- 
sides of children's minds. It is next 
to impossible to check up on him. 
When he makes little ten year old 
Emily think out loud he sounds ex- 
tremely convincing-. A sensitive little 


rl 
might 
think that, 
startling 


though her idea is that she may per- 
haps be God. I for one can't refute 
him, never having been a little girl 
and having forgotten most of the 
thoughts I had as a little boy. I am 
very sure I never had any suspicion 
that I might be God, although other 
children may conveivably have such 
thoughts.

That is only a sample. The hook 


is crammed full of such ideas. Al- 
ways the author gives you the chil- 
dren's point of view — what th«y 
think 6f their parents, of the pirates, 
of the people on the steamer, of one 
another. Their outward nets are for 
the most part hke. those of ordin- 
ary children but their thoughts 
throw a strange glamor over the 
story. They are not strange children 
—the implication is that all children 
are more oV less like that.

speculation, this is being accomplish- 
ed only at the expense of much pro- 
test from borrowers and considerable 
irritation.

Fear Causes Educational 
Disaster 


Debates Editor 


In his last talk before the student 


body of Lawrence college for 
the 


year, Dr. Henry Merritt 
Wriston 


spoke to the student convocation on 
what an education ought to be. 


Dr. Wriston told how hia^idea of 


what a liberal education ought to be 
had changed from time to time un- 
til now it has come to mean "the 
acquiring and improvement 
of 
a 


sense of values, a coming to some 
discrimination as to what is •worth- 
while, morally, socially, Intellect* 
ally, esthetically, emotionally." 


Dr. Wriaton continued to speak of 


the conditions of character 
-which 


wreck many students. "Any sound 
education must include the repair o 
weaknesses of character which cause 
failure—snobbishness, 
inadaptability 


and many others," said Dr. Wriston 
"Fear is the foundation of many an 
educational disaster: fear of the fu 
ture, fear of. criticism, fear of life 
and fear of death." 


As an' illustration of a man who 


represented the tragedy of a limited 
education, President Wriston point 
ed out Prince Bismarck of Germany 
"His sense of values was wrong. He 
spent his life for things which afte 
he got them were useless." And in 
conclusion, President Wriston urged 
the students of Lawrence, to "think 
of your education. not in terms o 
vocation or of knowledge but as the 
improvement of a sense of values.

The growth of the factory Is the

year's pack of all canned goods is

150 carloads as

French and Italian Increased 


Duties Affect Market in 
U.S.

Chicago — (A*)— Persistent selling 


which enlarged whenever the wheat 
market showed an advance did a 
good deal to make wheat prices to- 
day average lower. Export demand 
for1 wheat from North America con- 
tinued slack, and 
Argentina 
was 


said to be offering wheat abroad 5c 
a bushel cheaper than United States 
wheat. 
Notable weakness of corn 


prices, together 
with 
indications 


that as a result of excellent weath- 
er the planting of corn is being rush- 
ed, tended also to ease down the 
wheat market. 


At noon wheat was 1-8 to 1-2 cent 


net lower and corn 1-2 cent to 5-8 
cent down. 


Wheat traders here gave particu- 


lar attention today to announcement 
that Italy had raised wheat import 
duties to 73 l-2c a bushel from 57c 
and that France also had lifted 
wheat duties to 54c per bushel from 
3Sc. 
According to advices current, 


the increase is effective at once, and 
the purpose assigned is to protect 
home growers against dumping of 
foreign wheat. 
The immediate ap- 


parent effect was to weaken wheat 
prices at Liverpool, and to induce 
declines^in Chicago. 


Later, however, the Chicago mar- 


ket scored advances which 
more 


than counterbalanced early setbacks. 
The reversal of action was due large- 
ly to fresh reports of high winds 
and excessive heat 
in 
Canadian 


wheat territory. Complaints of this 
character 
came 
from 
Edmonton, 


Saskatoon and Swift Current. Un- 
favorable crop advices from parts 
of Kansas were also received. 


Corn was under pressure as re- 


sult of favorable weather both for 
planting and germination. The fore- 
cast pointed to fair and -warmer 
weather over a good part of the 
belt, although showers 
shown in 


northren Illinois and parts of Iowa 
and Indiana overnight. 
Shipping 


demand was fair, and country of- 
ferings to arrive small. 
Although 


there were intimations of increased 
sales by farmers in some sections. 
Oats were somewhat easier sym- 
pathizing with corn. Provisions re- 
flected upturns in the value of hogs.

Preventive Measures Catted 


Delusion by Red Cross 


Committee 


Berlin — OP) — Anti-gas measures in 


modern ^warfare are characterized as 
a delusion by the investigating "in- 
ternational committee ol Red Cross 
experts" •which recently convened in 
Brussels. 


In the "German Women Doctor's 


UUW

cc 


scribed how the committee's investi- 
gations clearly proved that for the 
civilian population in a war of the 
future no protestion existed. The fut- 
ility of seeking such protective meas- 
ures, she said, was apparent from 
the fact that all nations are busy pro- 
ducing new forms of gas which they 
are carefully keeping secret from 
each other. 


As to the progress made in this 


most devastating form of warfare, 
the Red Cross was able to clean 
much startling enlightenment. 
It 


was learned, 
for 
instance, 
that 


l^risanz shells with, time fuses are 
being made which when 
dropped 


from airplanes bury themselves in 
the earth, but do not explode until 
either 4, 6, S, 12 or even 36 hours 
later. ' Against such deadly missiles 
even the 
best 
organized 
rescue 


squads would prove unavailing. 


Moreover, every military attack of 


the future, the Red Cross experts be- 
lieve, will comprise at least three dif- 
ferent kinds of arms, each of which 
renders the protective measure for 
one incompatible for the other. A 
gasmask is not only not protective 
against corrosives, but individuals af- 
fected by such a corrosive poison 
must also be excluded from dugouts 
to prevent others from being infect- 
ed by them. 


WILL BE OUTCASTS 


"Let us assume," writes Dr. "Wok- 


er, "that the frantically hurrying re- 
fugees who have not been trampled 
underfoot in the panic have finally 
reached such a haven against gas at- 
tacks. But instead of diving down in- 
tosafety they will be confronted by 
a sign prohibiting those among them 
infected with mustard gas from en- 
tering the dugout, and who like out- 
casts will be hounded from one place 
of safety to another." 


For mustard gas is a corrosive 


that cannot be wiped off, but on the 
contrary,' is diffused over a 
large 


area when touched. A single carrier 
of mustard gas suffices to infect all 
the inmates of a dugout, as no pro- 
tective clothing 
or mask against 


mustard gas exists. 
' 


After discussing the possibilities 


for evolving a reliable system for 
sending out an alarm to the •civilian 
population of an impending gas 'at- 
tack, the committee resolved "that 
none of the recommended measures 
for safeguarding humanity offers an 
adequate protection for the civilian 
population against poison 
gas at- 


tacks and that a future chemical 
warfare is likely to produce the most 
frightful catastrophe among a coun- 
try's non-combatants."
